American military tribunal todav 
sentenced five Germans to 
death 


by hanging for Ihe murder of seven 
captured American aviators. 


The executions will

out at Ludwigsburg. 


One German 
drew a life sen- 


tence, one was acquitted and eight 
others received sentences totalling 
91 years. The 15 defendants have 
been on trial for seven weeks for 
beating and shooting seven captur- 
ed fliers who crash landed t>eir 
plane in the North Seat near Bor- 
kum island in August, 1944. 


Witnesses testified that the air- 


men, who were not identified, were 
marched 
through 
the

streets of Borkum, where they fin- 
ally were attacked and shot.

Investiga- 
tion in 24 German cities indicates 
that 77,500 bodies were completely 
destroyed or still lie buried in the

A common gripe among parents 


is that their children do not love 
them as much and show them the 
same respect that youngsters used 
to give lo their fathers und moth- 
ers, and they sigh for the good old 
days when children were born Inlo 
n shivery from which many of 
them never 
emancipated

selves as long at they lived. 


Fathers 
and motners literally 


held the right of life and death 
over their offspring. They decided 
their risings up and their sittings 
down. They picked out their hus- 
bands and their wives for them, and 
John couldn't marry the girl he 
loved because Mother thought her 
too frivolous, or Father didn't like 
her Father's politics. 


And Mary WHS made to give up 


her boy friend and marry an elder- 
ly banker 
because, her 
parents 


thought he was a good catch. Sam 
was a failure because he was made 
to study law when nature intended 
him for a farmer, and Sully be- 
came an old maid because Mother 
kept her tied so tight to her apron 
string that she was never allowed 
to get acquainted with a man. 


Aggrieved Parents

Meat N fed rs 
Acute Stage 


Washington. March 26 — (UP) — 


A livestock expert told Congress 
today that city 
consumers 
arc 


threatened with the most 
ncule 
meat shortage in history within the 
next six months. 


H. M. Comvay. research director 


of the National Livestock 
Prod- 


ucers Association, told the House 
Agriculture Committee tlmt unless 
something is done, meat supplies 
will be extremely short or non- 
existent. 


There will be "the most chaotic

stock," he said. 


As a remedy, he urged the re-

Crackdown on

H is because they are trying 
to impose their outmoded customs 
and standards on a generation that 
has outgrown them. It is because 
they are trying to enforce tyranny 
on free souls.

I would have no pro- 
tection against future want except 
what I could save out of my pay 
check. 1 would have to "make my 
own way scially—etc." 


A comparison of what the job 


of housewife gives a woman 'and 
what she probably could get for 
herself if she were thrown entirely 
on her own would make most wom- 
en see that being a housewife is not 
a job to be looked down on, done 
grudgingly, or slighted for "out- 
side interests." 


Too Good For the Job? 
Yet plenty of women who live 


well, wear good clothes, have their 
futures provided for—simply be- 
cause they are 
housewives—feel 


they are too good for the job. 


They spend their lives in dis- 


satisfaction instead of looking on 
home-making as a well-paid job, 
worthy of their best efforts, and be- 
cause of their superior attitude fail 
to make good homes or keep their 
husbands happy. 
"Just a housewife" is the phrase 


they use for home-makers, failing 
to sec that being a housewife is one

Study Change 
in Rules for

New York, March 26 —(/P)—Hav- 


ing received reports and 
sugges- 


tions from various basketball asso- 
ciations, the cage sport's national 
rules committee will get to work 
today and decide what changes will 
be made for the 194G-7 season.

Washington, March 25 — (UP)— 


The OPA apoalcd to housewives 
today not to go out and buy can- 
ning sugar before they have any 
fruit to can. 


So many housewives are 
doing 


just that, officials said, that 
the 


OPA sugar distribution machinery 
is in clanger of being thrown out of 
gear. 


OPA validated spare stamp No. 


9 on March 11 for five pounds ot 
canning sugar. It worked out 
a 


zonal distribution system whereby 
supplies would be on hand in vari- 
ous regions as fruits 
and 
vege- 
tables were ready to be preserved 


OPA expected the first 
heavy 


rail for canning sugar in the South 
where strawberries 
ripen early. 


But housewives all over the coun- 
try immediately began using the 
stamps — many of tnem, OP A sus- 
pects, for ordinary household use. 


The situation in New York be- 


came so bad last week that dis- 
tributors were delivering sugar in 
camouflaged trucks to keep women 
from mobbing stores. 


Each ration book holder can get 
sugar for canning purposes —five 
pounds with spare stamp !) and five 
with another stamp to be validated 
in June or July. So please, said the 
OPA to housewives, don't rush in 
and use them before you need thc 
sugar. 


In addition to the spare, sugar 
stamp 39 is now good and another 
one will be validated May 1.

So now that everybody agrees 


on thc hcllishncss of spying, what 
are we going to do about it? Shall 
we set a good example by cus- 
manlling our new peacetime infor- 
mation service? Shall we then call 
the nations together around 
thc 


United Nations table and exact 
from them a promise that this 
subtle and sinister practice will 
be renounced from now on? 


It would be wonderful 
if we 
could do that. Perhaps some day 
we can. But right now it seems 
realistic rather than cynical to say 
that we should be foolish to make 
the attempt. For we should be re- 
peating past mistakes. 


Heavy armament production and 
big navies are hellish, too. So, 
back in the early 'Twenties, the 
United States called a conference 
of great powers to scrap some 
existing warships, .tear up 
the 
plans lor others, and put a gen- 
eral stop to expensive, wasteful, 
provocative preparations for war. 
The United Stales lived up to all 
agreements and set a splendid ex- 
ample. 


War itself was certainly hellish. 


' 
So, back in thc lale 'Twenties, ,... 
American Secretary of Stale and a 
French Premier collaborated on an 
agreement renouncing war as an 
>i instrument of national policy. The 
v Kcllogg-Bruind Treaty was signed 


by B2 of the world's nations. 


If wars were lo be outlawed, 
a large standing army was not 
only hellish but impractical and 
unnecessary. So the United States 
set a good example by maintain- 
ing, 
in the year that war again 
broke out in Europe, a Regular 
Army of less than 200,000 and a 
Navy of less than 1215,000 men— 
even though it had long been evi- 
dent that the Kcllog-Briand Treaty 
was just another scrap of paper 
It blown down the drafly corridors 
of history.

Arraigned before U. S. Commis-
